Washington, D. C., 
Dear Sir: 

We send you greetings, wishing you and yours a happy New Year. 
Thus far our year in Klinkwan among the Hydahs has been pleasant and 
profitable. We came to this people being told by Prof. Kelly that 
we would find a condition among them that needed thoughtful attention, 
as much as the children in the School-room. We have slowly grown to 
know the people and their home life, which in most cases has in the 
past vears been very irregular. For the past four years a civilizing 

~ influence has had a hold upon them. Sheveneaeneet out that if they 

drank whiskey they could not have comfortable homes and plenty of food 
and clothing,---so for more than three years they have not drank whis- 
key, they have given up gambling on the same principle. The people 
now have fine houses, well furnished, cultivate gardens, and to-day 
are a thrifty prosperous people. Instead of the Totem pole they put 


up a flag pole and are proym’ to own a flag; they are building side- 


walks, and have under a church which they hope to finish next 


year, if they have a Many of these families are living w 
well, and happily wit children, but are not married, and have 
a fanily some where e h they do not in any way look after or 
support. Some of tHe and some of the husbands are living with 
other men and women. se families in Klinkwan appear happy in 

their present condition and have become good earnest Christians, ana 


I think all could be persuaded to give up irregular home life and be 


Re 
‘married under our lewis If the ministry. cannot adjust this matter, 
then I think the Government will have to suggest a way out. There 
are about sixty children belonging to Klinkwan; they will have to be 
trained to respect home-life and be married in the regular way. The 
morality of the community will have to be elevated and strengthened. 
I would like you to advise me in this respect. 
My school is large, the regular scholars numbering forty-six. 
When I came I found the children had been taught in Hydah without rd 
_ knowledge of English ! The native teacher had done well according 
to chiselight. I am trying to undo some of his work. I scadnen Sab- 
bath School --- Sabbath afternoon, and assist in the Christian Endeav- 
or in the evening. I visit the homes, make much of the opportunity 
when visiting the sick, and so have the entire population under train- 
ing. I have found it difficult to do all the work expected, and feel 
that I must devote more time to teaching this people that you have 
sent me to --- quoting from a letter written by Edwin Scott, the native 
Gov. Police at Klinkwan to Gov. Brady "The people and the children 
like our teacher and she likes us". I have gained their confidence 
and try to overcome their jealousies and misunderstandings among thenm- 
selves. Mr. McCullough is very helpful in adjusting wrong among them 
if he was a justice of the peace, a commissioner, he might do much to 
help them. If the school is to continue from forty to fifty a day I 
think to do better work I should have an assistant -- a good Christian 
young woman, who could Lake the primary department and work with me. 
I then could give more time to the needs of the older ones who are 
preparing for life work. This people are almost white, they will 
have to take their place in Alaska as good citizens and leaders among 


their people, and I want to prepare them for the future so far as lies 


in my power.

Klinkwan should Stand for a good school not for a mission. This peo- 
ple are far enough on, to support their homes and their children, and 
with a wide awake Government school they should make progress. We 
like the place, we are interested in the people, we would like to stay 
with them. The property belonging to the Government is well situated 
but needs a good deal of repair. Under prof. relly's advice we have 
only had so much done as was absoultely necessary for comfort and 
safety of the school house, but for the preservation of the place 
both resident house and school house, chimneys will have to take the 
place of the stove-pipe to insure against fire. The winds blow ter- 
rific gales and stovepipes give way; we have had to put out fires in 
the attics of both residence and school house this winter. This can 
be made all right when the property is repaired. If we are to re- 
main here, I will be forced to go to Seattle and bring up furniture, 
&c. now stored there, to make our house comfortable. We brought very 
little with us as we had to go thirty miles by canoe. Independent of 
my transportation it cost us between sixty and seventy-five dollars to 
reach Klinkwan from Petersburg; as it seems necessary for me to go to 
Seattle I would like to ask if I can get transportation to Seattle and 
back to Klinkwan. 

I hope to hear from you soon, and would be glad of advice from 
youe. Mr. McCullough joins me in best wishes for the New Year. If 
there should be any literature sent to Alaska this Spring would be 


glad to receive some,

The Petition back of this Bill is backed by 
every Company, and every Union sending men to those Waters in summer and 
is the voice of both money and men in a worthy direction. The Companies 
pay much tax and no benefit will return to them or the region if this 
Bill fails and it is .the wish of all: to ae it succeed. If you can 
favor this measure it will be appreciated by all parties concerned. 
As the existing need and the backing of the Companies and Men will 
likely take me to that region this summer I will be glad to learn what

In accordance with your verbal request for a statement with 
regard to suvplies furnished by the Government to the several rein- 
deer stations in Alaska, I would reply that the policy of this office 
is to loan the reindeer as far as possible at stations, where some 
religious society has a mission, and thus place the expense and care 
of the reindeer and the training of apprentices in the care and manage- 
ment of reindeer, upon the Missionaries, who as a rule are better 
fitted and better situated that others in Alaska to take the super- 
vision of the reindeer work. 

In the carrying out of this policy,(1) the Bureau of Education 
usually furnished the station a Lapp Instructor (occasionally an Eski- 
mo instructor) the salary of whom is paid by the Government. 

Where the Instructor receives a loan of 100 reindeer for 5 years, 


the increase bv fawns is accepted by nim, in the place of salaryfas >, 


ete omen iP 


(2) The Mission supplies the Lapp or other head Instructor with 
rations for himself and family. When the head instructor has a loan 
of reindeer he provides his own rations. 

(3) The Mission selects, houses, feeds, clothes and trains the 
apprentices at the expense of the Mission, with the following excep-

a small amount of supplies until the Mission is able to procure suffi- 
cient supplies from the outside to themselves furnish the same. .- 

(4) Where the Government desires to place a herd at a strategis 
PoOInts one Lila gap ina chain of stations, and there are no Missions 
ready to take a loan at those places, the Government takes the entire 
expense of the herd at that place, while waiting to effect a loan. 

With this general policy in view the several reindeer herds are 
Situated as follows: to wit, 

At Barrow, Gambell (St. Lawrence Island), Bettles and Tliamna. , 
the herds belong to the Government and are wholly supported bv the 
Government. 

At Deering the"Friends "are supplied with two Eskimo Herders 
(total salary $400), and at Koserefsky the Roman Catholics are supplied 
with one Lapp herder (salary %500). All the other expenses at the 
above two stations are paid by the Missions. At Kivalina, Kotzebue, 
Shishmaref, Wales, Teller, Golivin, Unalakleet, and Bethel Stations, 
the Government is without expense. 

At Tanana loans are being made to the Episcopal Mission, and the 
Lapp herder (Isak A. Bango) ,which will shift the expenses of the for- 
mer Bettles herd from the Government to the said Mission. 

The above condition of the reindeer stations is shown on the 
enclosed table. 3
